1)  The  R9  Gold  King  analytical  project  has  not  been  published  yet. 

Before  they  publish,  Please  make  sure  the  Site  # for  this  Project  is:  R9080515  This  is 
the  Site  # used  by  PID  2640  R9  Gold  King  Mine  Operations  Project.  This  way  in  combo 
subscriptions,  the  data  will  appear  as  one  Scribe  project. 


*This  one  you  might  want  to  consider  doing* 

2)  The  Two  R8  PIDs  Ops  and  Analytical  have  different  Scribe  Site  #s.  Therefore,  they 
appear  as  separate  projects  in  the  Scribe  Ul  when  viewed  in  Scribe  in  a Combo 
subscription.  This  is  technically  fine,  just  wanted  to  mention  it  now  in  case  this  is 
something  that  you  might  want  to  change  now  before  we  get  too  far  along. 

Pros:  When  viewed  in  a Scribe  combo  subscription,  the  data  for  the  two  R8  projects  will 
appear  as  one  Scribe  project.
